She had the tide 
on her beam and this kept carrying her 
out to weather all the time. At 3:08 the 
Shamrock forced the Resolute about on 
the starboard tack. Prior to thie and 
just after_the incidents with the tows, it 
had appeared as though the Shamrock 
had quite a commanding lead. _The 
breeze was continuing fitful, from the 
southwest. 

Off Long Branch first one and then 
the other would assume the lead. The 
Shamrock, however, was always to 
windward. At 4:07 the Resolute went 
about on the port tack in an attempt to 
cross the Shamrock’s bow.

Resolute Going Like a Witeh.

America Won the Historic Trophy 
in 1851 and Has Held qt 
Ever Since. 


Sir Thomas Lipton has failed in his 
fourth attempt to realize a cherished 
ambition, after trying since 1899, with | 
four different .Shamrocks, to return the 
precious grail to the Royal. Ulster 
Yacht Club of Ireland. 

When America won the. now historic 
cup in 1851, the trophy was not an in- 
ternational one. Six years after this 
first race with Great Britain jhe cup 
was brought to the United States by the 
,| New York Yacht Club and placed in 
*| trust ..as an.international challenger 
prize. Here it has remained; and yester- 
day’s victory by Resolute insures its 
retention by America for at least ‘an- 
other year. 

In only one instance in the history of 
the cup races until the 1920 series had 
a challenger: won a ‘single race. ‘ This 
was’ on Oct. 10, 18T1,. when the Eng- 
lish schooner Livonia defeated, the: New 
York Yacht Club's. defender; Columbia, 
which. suffered a broken steering gear. 

The first race for the cup as a world 
trophy was en-Aug.- 8, 1870, in’ lower 
when the. challenging 
boat, Cambria, -had- to compete against 
the entire fleet of the New York Yacht 
Club... Cambria finished ‘tenth in the 
event, which Was won by Magic of the 
American . fleet, This is the only in- 
stance in ‘vhich a challenger has had 
to race more_than a single defender.

Sir Thomas -Lipton has participated” in 
the’ last four. - Sir Thamas started his 
quest for. the trophy in 1899 with Sham- 
rock I. The defender, Columbia, took 
three straight races; but,. undaunted, the

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Gives Stand on Railroads. 


One of the chief hindrances to produc- 
tion is lack of adequate railroad facili- 
tics. Transportation must be re-estab- 
lished. “<A few glaring instances in the 
past of improper management : joined 
with an improper public attitude there- 
by created, wrought great harm to our 
railroads. Government operation left 
them disintegrated, disorganized, and 
demoralized. 

On their service depends agriculture 
and industry—the entire public welfare. 
They must be provided with credit and 
capital and given the power to serve. 
This can only be done by removing them 
from speculation, restoring their pros- 
perity by increased revenues where nec- 
essary, thereby reestablishing them in 
the confidence_of the investing public. 

Their employes must compensated 
in accordance with the great importance 
of ‘the service they render. The whole 
railroad operation must be restored to 
public confidence by public support. 

There must be a different public at- 
titude toward industry, a larger com- 
prehension of the interdependence of 
capital, management, ard labor, and 
better facilities for the prompt and 
reasonable adjustment of industrial dis- 
putes. It is well to remember, too, that 
high prices produce their own Pomrrane § 
under the law of supply and demand. 
Already in the great leather and woolen / 
industries there is a recession in the 
basic elements which must svon be re- 
flected in retail prices. When buying 
stops prices come down. 

This condition has borne with especial 
severity on the agricultural interests of 
the nation. To cope with it the farmers 
need an enlarged powsr of organization 
whereby the original producer may 
profit to a larger degree by the high 
prices paid for his produce by the ulti- 
mate consumer, and at the same time 
decrease the cost of food. 

The economic strength of a country 
rests on the farm. Industrial activity 
is dependent upon it. It replenishes the 
entire life of the nation. Agriculture is 
entitled to be suitably rewarded and on 
its encouragment and success will de- 

end the production of a. food supply 
arge enough to meet the public needs 
at reasonable cost. 

But all these difficulties depend for 
final solution on the character and mor- 
al force of the nation. Uniess these 
forces abound and manifest. themselves 
in work done there is: no real remedy. 


What War Did Not Win. 


There has been a great deal of mis- 
conception as to what was won by the 
victory in France. That victory will 
not be found to be a substitute for fur- 
ther human effort and endeavor. It did 
not create magic resources out of which

He spoke in a clear, thin 
voice that carried well, enunciating 
every word carefully, with a richness to 
ae r’s that redeemed an otherwise flat 
voice.

CAMPAIGN ORATORY. 


In September the gale of campaign 
oratory will sweep over the country. 
The primary system has at least this 
much of blessing, that the winds of 
speech can’t be let loose before that 
month. Not till then, in many States, 
will the primaries be over and done. 
Senator New_of Indiana, Chairman of 
the Speakérs’ Committee of the Na- 
tional Republican Committee, already 
has more than 15,000 names on his 
list, and this is only the beginning. 
Volunteer speakers full of suppressed 
oratory and speakers for hire are a 
multitude. When one imagines a 
complete catalogue of the eloquent 
ones, male and female, of all parties, 
and the tidal wave of sound that is to 
burst upon the land, one wonders at 
the capacity of Americans both. to 
talk and to listen. 

How much suasive effect these in- 
numerable vibrations have upon the 
voter is doubtful. In Congress and 
all Parliaments and. Legislatures 
speeches selgom change votes. There 
is plenty of street oratory in New 
York, but even the fieriest, that of the 
Socialists, for instance, seems to leave 
most of the hearers indifferent. It is 
the tradition and habit of parties to 
make a tremendous hullabaloo. Doubt- 
less the humble “ spellbinder,’’ duly 
trained, fed on the campaign -text- 
book, primed for his task, earns his 
money conscientiously. He works for 
it at amy sacrifice of voice and 
gesture. If his stories are good he is 
sure of applause, as he is if his sen- 
tences are sufficiently ‘‘ ringing ’’ and 
he ‘‘ pitches into’’ the other side 
** hot and heavy.’’ 

The speeches that really’ count are 
those of the candidates and of the 
vivid and famous personalities that 
everybody is curious to see and hear. 
As for the great mob of orators, at 
least they make themselves happy, 
if sometimes they afflict their audi- 
ence,- Whether the American passion 
for oratory, especially of the flam- 
boyant sort, is as fervid as it used to 
be may be doubted.

HARDING’S “INTENT.” 

The Tribune and The Sun, both 
ardent supporters of Senator HArprNna, 
differ violently and day by day con- 
cerning their candidate’s attitude to- 
ward the League of Nations.

‘*a clever man cannot read it in a 
“* wrong sense if he tries.’’ The whole 
seems as. if especially written for this 
controversy between The Sun and The 
Tribune, though we must leave it to 
them to decide which is the stupid 
man and which the clever.

TRAFFIC ON THE AVENUES. 

There seems to be no doubt of the 
success of the new system of traffic 
regulation on Fifth Avenue. The num- 
ber of vehicles passing a ‘given point 
in a given time has been almost 
doubled, and pedestrians move with 
far greater facility and safety. Deputy 
Commissioner Harriss, who was chiet- 
ly instrumental in establishing the new 
system, has plans for extending it to 
all the avenues between Eighth and 
Park, inclusive.

A more novel proposal, equally in- 
teresting, is to cut a broad diagonal 
avenue, roughly symmetrical with 
Broadway, from the Plaza to the 
Pennsylvania _ Station... Such ideas 
may seem revolutionary; but a city’s 
needs in transportation are imperious 
and little likely to respect the estab- 
lished order. 








RECOGNITION OF SOVIET RUSSIA. 

Liorp GeEorce and MILLERAND are 
off to Boulogne to see if they can agree 
on what to do about the Russian pro- 
posal of a general peace. conference. 
When the first British proposals for a 
conference were discussed in the 
House of Commons Mr. Bonar Law 
assured Mr. AsquiTH that ‘* the mes- 
‘* sage was sent with the knowledge 
‘** and approval of our allies.’’ But 
that was to have’ been a very different 
sort of conference. Poland, Lithuania, 
Latvia and Finland were to have met 
the Bolshevist envoys in. London 
‘* with the object of negotiating a final 
** peace between Russia and its neigh- 
‘** boring States.’’ An armistice was to 
be-granted to. General WRANGEL, who 
was to retire to the Crimea, leaving 
the isthmus as a neutra’ zone, 

The Bolsheviki now insist on a gen- 
eral conferen&, participated in by 
anybody who wants to join, but chiefly 
by England, France, Italy and Rus- 
sia. Already it is said’in Paris that 
Ftance cannot consent unless the Bol- 
sheviki agree to honor the old Russian 
debt. This is a natural provision, 
since such a conference virtually 
makes Soviet Russia a full partner in 
a new reconstruction of Huropean rela- 
tions. If the French cannot get ad- 
mission of that debt now they can 
never get it. But it is a little inept in 
the Paris press to continue to assure 
the world that Russia can never in- 
timidate them, and that* consequently 
Poland must hold out to the last. — 

The British proposals for trade rela- 
tions with Russia made as a first con- 
dition the exchange of’ promises not 
to conduct. ** ah official propaganda, 
direct or indirect,’’ against each 
other’s institutions, and a specific en- 
gagement on the part of the Bolsheviki 
** not to encourage any of the péoples 
** of Asia in any form of hostile action 
*“‘ against British interests or. the 
‘* British Empire.'’ In the only form 
s0 far published of the Bolshevist re- 
sponse a good deal is unintelligible,’ 
whether because of confusion in trans- 
mission or a Bolshevist revision of the 
laws of syntax it would be’ hard to say. 
The Bolsheviki, however, ‘‘ accepted 
the principles’’ of th British note, 
protesting at the same time ‘‘ against 
** the affirmation contrary to the real | 
** facts relative to the presumed at- 
‘* tack of the Soviet Gove. .nent.’’ 
Bolshevist phrasing. in this case is 
justified; when out of ie corner of 
the mouth the Bolshevist cry 
their determination to overthrow all 
capitalist Governments and out of the 
other protest against mistaken affir- 
mations there is reason for some un- 
certainty as to the reality of: facts. 
The Bolshevist idea of peace is the re- 
verse of CLAUSEWITz’s definition of 
war.

SECRET TREATIES. 


Recent Light on the Understanding 
Between Italy and the Allies. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The statement made in the Italian 
Senate last. week. by. Signor Scialoia, 
formerly Foreign Minister, as reported 
in your editorial article, ‘‘An Italian 
Secret,’’ to the effect that when he and 
Premier Tittoni were at Paris last year 
they were presented with a note signed 
by Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Clemen- 
ceau ‘‘ which categorically. declared that 
the Treaty of London is juridically 
void,” will be news to most people, com- 
ing as it.doés after an interval when.so. 
much secrecy has characterized the ne- 
gotiations of the Peace Cofiference.’* 

As you point out, this missive has the 
effect of shifting the blame for. the. 
deadlock ‘over the Adriatic ° problem 
which ensued, from President ‘Wilson, 
whé felt strongly on the question, to the 
two Entente Premiers, who now appear 
to have taken the initiative thus early 
in opposing the Italian demands for the 
annexation of Dalmatia, according to 
the Pact of London, and Fiume, as 


promised them at a later date, whether? 


or not they were indebted to the Presi- 
dent for his personal appreciation of ‘the 
matter from the point of view of ig- 
ternational law, 

That such a view is both correct and 
logical I think: most ‘people will allow 
after a.full consideration of the points 
involved. As bearing upon this vital 
question I trust I may be permitted to 
quote froma letter of mine that ap-: 
peared in” The Saturday Review of 
March 20 last, when I was over in Eng- 
land: ‘It is noteworthy that hitherto 
little or no stress has been laid-on the 
fact that although the Pact of London 
was formed in September, 1914, by Great 
Britain, France and Russia—to which 
Italy pecame of necessity a. party in 
November, -1915—the collapse of.

Ponzi Tells in Detail How His Plan 
Worked—Washington Is 
Investigating.

BOSTON, July .27.—Charles Ponzi, 
head of the Securities Exchange Com- 
pany, began today to pay in full all 
matured claims against him and the 
investments of all who -wanted their 
Money back, following his announce- 
ment yesterday that he had suspended 
operations. in international exchange, 
by .which he claims to have made sev- 
eral million dollars within a few 
months. 

Meanwhile, an application was made 
by one of Ponzi’s creditors in the Su- 
perior Court today for a receivership 
for the Ponzi concern, and a temporary 
injunction restraining Ponzi from draw- 
ing on funds on deposit in several banks 
here. 

Judge Wait declined re grant the 
temporary injunction, and the applica- 
tion for a receivership was thereupon 
withdrawn. 

Judge Wait's decision to withhold tem- 
porary action against the firm followed 
a statement by Samuel L. Bailen, ap- 
; pedring for Ponzi, that Ponzi and his 
firm are meeting all obligations, and 
that Ponzi declares his ability to meet 
them in full. 

Secret selection of an auditor to inves- 
tigate fhe affairs of Ponzi, the newest 
“ financial wizard,’’ whose promise. to 
‘*double your money within ninety 
days’ has set Boston wild; a near riot 
in the School Street offices of the Se- 
curities. Exchange»Company, in which 
four . women, exhausted by hours. of 
frantic endeavors to reach the inner of- 
fices to collect their money during one 
of the periodic attempts of the crowd 
to force entrance to the rooms; the in- 
jury to several men in the crowd who 
were cut by flying glass from the doors 
when they attempted a wedge formation 
to. force their way inside, and a con- 
stantly growing demand for repayments 
of credits, marked the day's develop- 
ments in the $8,500,000 financial sensa- 
tion. 

District Attorney Joseph C. Pelletier 
announced today that he had appointed 
an auditor to examine carefully into the 
standing of Ponzi’s business venture, but 
declined to make his name public until 
tomorrow. Pellitier refused point blank 
to answer any questions as to why he 
concealed the name of the auditor, or to 
speculate or comment in any way upon 
the case. 

Shortly’ before the news was an- 
;nounced of the appointment of an aud- 
jtor a crowd of persons. who had in- 
| vested money with Ponzi, most of whom 
were Italians from the North End col- 
tony, rushed his offices, forced admit- 
tance, and gave the police a merry time 
before order was restored. 

A second disturbance occurred during 
j the luncheon hour when a flying wedge 
of creditors jammed the doors of Ponzi’s 
office. A squad of seven policemen 
fought their way through and threw 
them, yelling, from the offices. Then 
followed a ten-minute fight to clear the 
corridors. 

So many creditors appeared at the 
School Street offices that Ponzi took 
over the ‘ Bell-in-Hand,”’ famous for 
years as a barroom in Pie Alley, and 
transformed the place into a temporary 
office. There applicants for return of 
loans were received, their applications 
checked, and nose approved paid from 
a hastily constructed cashier’s booth 
within the exit doorway.. 

At least a thousand claims were 
settled today before the business closed, 
actual cash on hand in Ponzi’s offices 
had been exhausted, and clerks were 
giving out bank checks. There was 
little argument over claims, either for 
withdrawal at the end-of the interest 
term, or from those desiring to sur- 
‘render notes and receive the face value 
{of the original investment. 

At the clese of business this afternoon, 
Ponzi prepared and gave out the follow- 
| ing statenient to the press: 

In conformity with my reement 
made with District Attorney Pellitier on 
Monday, [ have, in so far as it was 
humanely possible with the clerical force 
on hand, id every obligation presented 
at my office today in the form of notes 
issued by me during the past forty-five 
days. All of the notes which had ma- 
tured were paid at their face value. All 
notes which had not matured were re- 
deemed by me for their original sum. 
This was in accordance with my adver- 
tisement in the papers. 

‘'Phe amount paid out by me during 
the day amounted to several hundred 
thousands of dollars. I shall continue 
payments tomorrow on the same basis, 
and every day until all of my obligations 
‘have been presented. 

‘*T learned early in the day that spec- 
ulators were purchasing notes. that. had 
not ‘matured from people in line, for the 
purpose of holding the notes until ma- 
turity and collecting in full, with 50 per 
cent. interest. While I have no control 
over these notes, which are negotiable, I 
feel that I should call the attention of 
the public to this attempt to speculate 
om their holdings and let them see the 
inconsistency of giving a profit to money 
sharks who are willing to gamble on 
the nervous tension of the public.’’ 

Ponzi Tells His Methods. ~ 


United States District Attorney Daniel 
J. Gallagher today issued the: following 
statement as coming from Ponzi, in 
which Ponzi himself explained the meth- 
ods he was using in order to doublé 
money within ninety days: » 

“The method is the conversion of 
American money, first ‘inte depreciated 
foreign currency, no matter what it is; 
or the conversion of foreign money, not 
depreciated, into foreign money that is 
‘depreciated. I am making this state- 
ment because I do not actually send 
money abroad, but I use I have 
abroad between one por Pinay and an- 
other. ~ That is the first part of the 
transaction. 

‘The second part is the purchasing of 
the depreciated currency in international 


reply coupons. . 
“The third part is the reduction of 
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“ To all intents the business has been 
based ape the wide. variation 
rates of foreign exch Ponzi, ac- 
cording to his explanations, took. ad- 
vantage of -the sy eee Ti in the 
mtoney rates through the medium of the 
international postal reply coupon, 
These coupons Mive constant value

worth three 2-cent stamps here is worth 
stamps to equal value in Bulgaria, or 
any of the other countries, but coupons 
in Buigaria, where the money rate. is 
low, are at a discount. The same amount 
of Américan money will buy more value 
in coupons Bulgaria than the 
United States. 

‘Ponzi had agents throughout  Bu- 
rope, he maintains. These bought cou- 
pons where they were cheap. The 
coupons were taken to countries where 
money rateS were high and ‘converted 
into stamps. These stamps were sold to 
bie Lo houses or other large users, 

on 

“The official United States Postal 
Guide sets forth the details of how in- 
ternational reply coupons were to be 
used. They were intended merely. as a 
business convenience, but it seems that 
Ponzi.was the first one to conceive how 
they could be exploited. 

** Statements that a number of reply 

coupons issued and redeemed by the 
United States during the past year are 
only a fraction of the number Ponzi 
must have used in order to carry on the 
volume of business which he.claims, 
seem to be significant. Figures om the 
countries where coupons are ‘c p’ or 
from the countries where they would be 
most likely to be taken for redemption; 
would -have even more direct bearing 
upon the question of whether Ponzi ac- 
tually age ry on his business with these 
os ons alone. 

His customers did not invest directly 
tn these coupons. . They simply deposited 
their money with him and took in re- 
turn a note for one and one-half times 
the amount, redeemable in ninety days. 
He was offering interest in investments 
at the rate of 200 per. cent. annually. and 
in many cases he was actually giving 
returns. at a far greater rate, for many 
of the notes he redeemed at 50. per cent. 
profit within forty-five days. 





Washington is Puzzled.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Postal au- 
thorities are investigating closely the 
manipulations whereby Charles Ponzi, 
"of Boston, says he has. made’ millions 
out of déalings in “‘ international reply 
coupons.” The post office officials said 
today they were going into every angle 
of the affair. 

From all that can be gathered it ap- 
pears that the Ponzi story has the. au- 
thorities here puzzled. One thing is said 
to be certain, and that is, if the promo- 
ter is net cngaged in an enterprise en- 
tirely within the. law, he will be barrgd 
from the mails, and perhaps prosecuted. 

Officiais here say that no great. in- 
éerease in’ the sale of international reply 
coupons has been shown, as would be 
the case if Ponzi’s agents abroad had 
purchased them wholesalc. Doubt is 
expressed here that there has been any 
éxtensive purchase of these coupons 
abroad. 

Law officers of the Post Office De- 
partment said today that on July 2 
the department issued an order pro- 
hibiting the redemption of more than 
ten international reply coupons from any 
one individual. This véry order, they 
said, would automatically ‘‘ slow wtp ”’ 
any attempt to make money quickly out 
of the orders. 
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more than $8,000,000 
international postal reply coupons was 
characterized as ‘‘ impossible ’’ by postal 
authorities here yesterday. The coupons 
are only worth five cents apiece when 
redeenied, it was pointed out, and the 
total number .of them sold in 1919 
throughout the country amounted enly 
to $1,819.60. 

The official most directly concerned 
with the coupons at the central Post 
Office, who would not be quoted by 
name, said there had been rumors of 
Ponzi’s doings several weeks ago and 
that as a result orders were issued July 
2,- 1920, from Washington limiting the 
number of coupons to be redeemed’ at 
one time to ten. ‘The purpose of «the 
coupons is to enable any one“here to 
send reply postage to a. correspondent 
abroad. They may be exchanged at a 
foreign post office for stamps of ‘that 
country, which are, of course, not avail- 
able to the writer here. 

The.use of foreign money orders by 
Ponzi. for purposes of gain was de- 
scribed as extremely improbable by the 
superintendent of money orders. With 
the present postal arrangements and 
conditions of exchange, he said, the man 
would not have been able to make 
money in this fashion no matter in what 
foreign land the orders might have been 
purchased. , $

Race for Juvénites to be Inaugurated 
at Pimlico Next Year. 


The Maryland Jockey Club has_de- 
cided. to continue on a broad scale 
its policy of providing attractions in 
keeping with the growth of racing at 
Pimlico. As a move in this direction 
it will, add $40,000 to the Preakness 
next Spring, an increase of $15,000 in 
value over the sum won by Man 0’ War | 
in May when he met the’ biggest and the 
ymost formidable field that he has or will 
meet this year. As heretofore, no en- 
trance fee will be charged for nomina- 
tions, ‘the only expense to owners being 
the, starting fee if they see fit to send 
a representative to the post. 

In kéeping with this offer'for the 
three-year-olds, an equally rich event 
for the two-year-olds will also be pro- 
vided in the Pimlico Futurity, which will 
have its first running in the Autumn of 
next year, 1921. This race will be for 
colts and fillies now yearlings and will 
have $40,000 added. Entries for this 
event will close some time during the 
coming mecting at Pimlico. At the 
same .time there will be a closing for 
the race of 1922, this calling for the 
entry of weanlings, and also a closing 
for the race of 1933, the nominations for 
which will be mares that were bred 
last Spring, and this will be the plan 
for all future closings—that is the entry 
will be for mares. As an extra incentive 
for the breeding interests of Maryland, 
an additional $4,000 will go to the win- 
ner if bred in Maryland.

Mr. Lewis in his telegram declared it 
is his ‘‘ profound conviction that any 
remedies which must be applied should 
be done by orderly processes through 
the instrumentality of existing machin- 
ery within the industry.’’ The expres- 
sion, ‘‘ orderly processes,’ is taken to 
mean that Mr. Lewis disapproves of the 
course taken by those who have gone 
on strike or have encouraged a strike. 


Lewis's Message te Operators. 


The text of the telegram follows: 

“The present disturbed situation in 
the coal industry is a matter of grave 
importance and of tremendous public 
concern. The commercial and _ social 
equilibrium of our country will be in- 
creasingly disturbed unless prompt reme- 
dial adjustments are made by those ele- 
ments charged with such responsibility. 
It is my profound conviction that any 
remedies which must be applied should 
be done by orderly processes and 
through the instrumentality of the ex- 
isting machinery within the coal in- 


dustry.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Preference 
and priority in the movement of bitumi- 
nous coal for New England was ordered 
today by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The commission also ordered 
an embargo against Tidewater shipments 
until daily consignments to New Eng- 
land were filled. . 

Requirements of New England amount- 
ing to approximately 1,250,000 tons of 
coal.éach month must be transported 
from minés in Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
West Virginia and Virginia by rail and 
water, the commission said, pointing out 
that the rate at which bituminous coal 
was being transported to New England 
was short of requirements by approxi- 
mately 850,000 tons a month. 

The order is effective August 2, and 
rescinds previous preference and prior- 
ity orders for the shipment of coal to 
coastwise ports, including New England. 

J. W. Howe, manager of the Tidewater 
Coal Exchange at New York, was se- 
lected by the commission as its agent 
to assign cars which the mines are to 
fill for New Engiand shipment through 
the ports of New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. E. M. Graham of New- 
port News will act in a similar capacity 
for shipments passing through Hampton 
Roads. 

The order provides for monthly ship- 
ments through New York of approxi- 
mately 200,000 tons, through Philadel- 
phia of about 100,000 tons, through Bal- 
timore of 250,000 tons and through Nor-

SHOT BY POLICEMAN 


Striker Killed After Fight in Shop 
‘and Auto Chase at 141st 
and Broadway. 


Three. striking furworkers. entered the 
fur store of A. Joseph Komarow at! 3,826 
Broadway, near 159th Street, shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday, attacked the pro- 
prietor with a heavy iron bar, pum- 
meélled his wife and assailed his brother, 
when. they were refused entry to the 
repair department at the rear of the 
‘shop. One of the strikers was later shot 
and, killed by a policeman after an auto 
‘chase at 141st Street and Broadway: 
‘Besides the men who actually attacked 
‘the storekeeper and the members of his 
family, the chauffeur of the machine 
used by the furriers and* a Western 
Union messenger who fs believed to have 
given the men the signal to enter-the 
shop, were arrested. Charged. with. felo- 
nious assault, the following were taken 
to the West 152d Street: Station: Samuel 
Abramowitz, 28 years old, of 125 Union 
Avenue, the Bronx, the owner and 
operator of the strikers’ machine; Max 
Lechner, 19 years old, of 1,322 Prospect 
Avenue, the Bronx; Irving Kochberg, 
20 years old, of 322 East Highth Street, 
and Samuel Cohen, 26 years old, of 502 
Claremont Parkway, the Bronx, the 
messenger. The dead man-is Max Yur- 
man, 33 years old, of 187 Suffolk Street. 
Upon -entering. the shop the three men 
announced that they were delegates 
from the Furriers’ Union, and asked if 
any one was being employed... The fur- 
workers had gone on strike about nine 
weeks ago, and since then no one had 
worked in her place, Mrs. Komarow ex- 
Plained. Wishing to ‘‘see for them- 
selves,’’ the men brushed her roughly 
aside, she said, when her husband 
stepped to the door, Behind bin was

“The stocky builds of both the Koma- 
rows proved a barrier to the strikers, 
and-oné of them picked up a heavy iron 
bar which was lying on the floor and 
struck the furrier over the head. The 
fight continued until, frightened by the 
woman’s screams, the three strikers and 
the .messenger fled to their machine, 
which was standing on the west side of 
the street, and started down’ Broadway.
